ARE POP 


Many Truckers Now Established 
in Vicinity of Atlanta, 


Back Yards of Atlanta Could 
Produce Enough to Feed the 
City for Entire Year if Util- 
ized—Two Examples of 
What Is Being Done. 


That truck farming for the local 
market is making rapid -strides is 
demonstrated by the number of small 
farms which are now being operated 
in the vicinity of Atlanta. teal estate; 
men say that they expect these farmg 
to increase in number to a surprising 
extent within the next few years, and! 
that if trucking in the neighborhood of. 
Atlanta were carried on on @ more @ex- 
tensive scale today some alleviation, 
of not a solution, to the problem of 
the high cost of living would in all 
probability result. 

That the land aroung Atlanta is well 
adapted to truck farming is amply 
demonstrated by the results which are 
being obtained on such farms as the 
Kimballville farm and the farm of J. 
A. Rusk, just off Plaster’s Bridge 
road. Both of these farms are within 
5 miles of the heart of the city and 
practically everything demanded by 
the most fastidious palate is being 
produced on these farms. : 

A good example of what may be 
done on these l¢ca] truck farms is the 
crop of strawserries which Mr. Rusk 
marketed last week. On his farm he 
had 25 acres planted in strawberries, 
and these berries netted him the hand- 
some dividend of $500 per acre, The 
berries are of as fine a quality as 
can be raisea in Florida. In addition 
to this, Mr. Rusk says that after 
marketing this crop of strawberries he’ 
will be able to produce another crop 
of vegetables on the same land this’ 
season which wil! net him about $125: 
per acre, 

Someone has ventured the sugges- 
tion—and it has workeq with success} 
in other cities, notably Minneapolis— 
that if the back yards and vacant lots, 
in the city of Atlanta were utilized in 
truck gardening instead of being al- 
lowed to le idle, enough vegetables. 
could be produced to supply the entire’ 
city for the whole year. It is a sug- 
gestion that is worth considering, as 
has been demonstrated by other cities. 

While it is not, as yet, generally 
used as a delicacy for the table, the 
fact that alfalfa can readily be culti- 
vated profitably on soil in the vicinity 
of Atlanta is a striking illustration 
of the variety of production that the 
soil is capable of. A fine crop of 
alfalfa was harvested on Kimballiville 
farm last week, and this is only one 
of five crops that this land will pro- 
duce before the season is over.

ANSWERS TO INQUIRIES 


How to Feed Ducks. 


In answer to a large number of in- 


-@Quiries addressed te me recently on 


how to feed ducks I have prepared the 
folowing: 

The feeding and management of 
Gucks is almost directly opposite to 
the feeding ang management of fowls. 
Ducks are less subject to disease. They 
never require any medicine. A little 
ordinary care unti) they are 8 or 10 
days old, and they will take care of 
if you put proper food 
Where they can get at it. 

There is very little difference in the 
manner of feeding or in the composi- 
tion of the ration among the large 
breeders. There is a difference as to 
ihe percentage of each of the things 
that compose the ration, but even here 
the difference is slight. In one of the 
received and answered last 
week the question was asked: “Should 
fowls and ducks be kept in the same 
yard?” The answer to this is: They 
should not be kept together. Ducks 
have no craws; their food passes from 
mouth to gizzard, as I have stated 
previously. They require soft food 
only. Fowls require hard food 


—ducks thrive on it, except that 

must be ground very fine. There are 
some things that are essential to the 
health and growth of ducks that would 
kill chickens. Whole grain of any 
kind, feq constantly, will kill a duck; 
soft food of any kind will kill a fowl 
if constantly fed. They should there- 
fore be kept apart. In feeding ducks, 


‘there is a difference in the object to be 


attained. For market, they should be 
crammed with food. Those to be used 
for breeding purposes should be fed so 
as to have them grow up and develor 
maturaily. The following is about the 
ration used to feed ducks for market.

dust or crumbs and cornmea!—fine— 
equal parts. Hard-boiled eggs, 15 per 
cent of total bulk of meal and crackers, 
fine sand 5 per cent of crackers and 
meal, mix with water or milk. Feed 
four times a day. From five to twenty 
days wheat bran, two parts by meas- 
ure, fine*cornmeal one part, crushed 
oats 50 per cent of this bulk, beef 
scraps 5 per cent, sand 5 per cent, 
green food 10 per cent. From twenty 
to forty-two days old the following 
mixture: Wheat two parts, bran two 
parts, by measure, cornmeal] one part, 
beef scraps 5 per cent of this bulk, 
sand 5 per cent, green foog 10 per 
cent; mix with water to a dry crumbly 
state and fed four times a day. From 
forty-two to seventy days old the fo!- 
lowing mixture: Cornmeal two parts 
by measure, wheat bran one part, beef 
scraps 10 per cent of this bulk, coarse 
sand or grit 5 per cent, green food 10 
per cent: mix with water to a crumbly 
state and feed four times a day. 

The above directions are taken from 
agricultural reports. There are slight 
differences in these reports. The 
above treatment is that generally used 
by large breeders. 

Ducks for breeding purposes are fed 
as are those for market, except that 
less fattening food is given them by 
reducing the beef scrap and cornmeal 
one-half. 

The following ration is recommend- 
ed: Equal parts cornmeal and wheat 
bran, 5 per cent each of the Dulk of 
meal and bran, sand, beef scraps and 
green food. 

For laying ducks, 50 per cent by 
measure cornmeal, 15 per cent green 
food (cooked vegetables, such as pota- 
toes, turnips, carrots, etc.), 12 per cent 
beef scraps and 8 per cent coarse sand 
or grit; mix to a crumbly state with 
water and feed twice a day, morning 
and night

The levee, six miles south of Plaque- 
mine, was reported to be in a most 
serious condition. Lagt night the flood 
waters from the river overflowed the 
levee for a distance of one mile. A 
large force worked on the weak stretch 
all day.

“During the first two years of his 
administration President Roosevelt 
made twenty-five railroag trips, many 
on special trains, at the expense of 
railroads. The longest was

Wilson Says of the 
Tariff—Gov. Foss Also 


Denounces Tariff. 


New York, May 11.—‘The_ face of 


general advantage worn by the tariff 
scheme is a mask and many Private 
jests grin behind it,” declared Gover- 
nor Woodrow Wilson, of New Jersey, 
in an address tonight on “Tariff Make- 
believe’ at a-dinner of 
Club, where he ang otner speakers, in- 
cluding Senator Thomas Gore, of Okla- 
homa: former Assistant United States 
Treasurer Charles S. Hamlin and Con- 
gressman Henry George, Jr., united in 
holding the tariff issue up as chief 
among all issues of the political cam- 
paign. 

“The top-heavy, lop-sided, unsym- 
metrical bulk of American industrial 
enterprise is plain to be seen by every 
one,” said Governor Wilson after de- 
claring that the protective tariff was 
conceived in a day of individual en- 
terprise of every kind, whereas today 
the whole scene had cnanged into one 
of “monstrosities of development” and 
“laws that were meant to stimulate 
everybody are now plainly seen to re- 
dound to the advantage of a smaller 
ang smaller - number of persons, in 
whose hands the large masses of capi- 
tal have steadily accumulated.” 

The governor favored dispassionate 
dealing with the tariff question and 
advised against “any changes so dras- 
tic or so rapid as to endanger the very 
fiber of our industrial system.” 

A letter from Governor Foss, of 
Massachusetts, was read in part as 
follows: 

“Tt has taken me twenty years of 
practical bustenss experience as a 
manufacturer and a director of cor- 
porations to unearth the fraud and in- 
justice of our present increasing tariff 


system.”

What Arnold Bennett I Expected 


Writing in Harper's Magazine for 
May Arnold Bennett tells how he was 
in regard to 
many well-established myths as to 
ouf country. 

“I had expected to be asked, at the 
nyoment of landing, for my mature 
opinion of the United States, ana again 
at intervals of about a quarter of an 
hour, day and night, throughout my 
stay. But I had been in America at 
least ten days before the question was 
put to me, even in jest. I had expected 
tc be surrounded by boasting and im- 
patient vanity concerning the achieve. 
ments of the United States and the 
citizens thereof. I literally never 
heard a word of national boasting, nor 
observed the slightest impatience un- 
der criticism. . » I gay £ had ex- 
pected these things. I would be more 
correct to say that I should have ex- 
pected them,if I had had a rumor- 
believing mind, which I have not. 

“But I really did expect to witness 
an overwhelming violence of traffic 
and movement in lower Broadway and 
the renowned business streets in its 
vicinity. And I really wag disappoint- 
ed by the ordinariness of the scene, 
which could be well matched in half a 
dozeh, places in Europe, and beaten in 


one or two. If but once I had been 
shoved into the gutter by a heedless 
throng golng furtously upon its finan- 
cial ways, I should have been content. 
a The legendary ‘American rush’ 
is to me a fable. Whether it ever 
existed I know not; but I certainly saw 
no trace of it, either in New York or 
Chicago. I dare gay I ought to have 
gone to Seattle for it. My first sight 
of a stock market roped off in the 
street was an acute delusion. In agi- 
tation it could not have competed with 
a sheep market. In noise it wag a 
muffled silence compared with the fine 
racket that enlivens the air outside 
the Paris Bourse. I saw also an ordl- 


nary day in the stock exchange. Faint 
excitations were afloat in certain cor. 
ners, but I honestly deemed the affair 
tame.

DIVERSIFICATION OF CROPS | 
URGED BY J. J. CONNOR 


Commissioner of Agriculture J. J. 
Connor issued a statement Saturday 
directed especially to the farmers of 
Georgia, as well as to all interested 
in matters agricultural, 

Commissioner Connor points out that 
with such a disadvantageous season 
for cotton on account of the cold, wet 
weather of the spring, the time is ripe 
for Georgia farmers to jump right into 
diversification. He aiso strongly urges 
the importance of animal husbandry, 
Commissioner Connor's statement fol- 


lows: 
To the Farmers of Georgia: 

The outlook for the production ot 
a crop this year is at this time not 
as propitious as we might desire. The 
winter through which we have just 
passed Wag rather severe in tempera- 
ture, while the rainfall was excessive. 
These conditions, taken together, made 
it practically impossible for the tarm- 
ers to do any plowing through the 
winter. Then last fall had very un- 
favorable weather conditions, and this, 
with the unprecedented large cotton 
crop which had to be harvested, made 
fall. plowing practically impossible. 
And, in fact, there was very little fall 
plowing done in any portion of the 
state. This could easily have been 
overcome if the spring had opened up 
with good conditions. But as is well 
known this has not been the case, as 
we have had the most unfavorable 
conditions for crop preparation during 
the present spring within my recol- 
lection. So that we are getting well 


of our farming area throughout the 
state not only without the seed hav- 
ing been placed in the ground, but 
without any sort of preparation of the 
goil for planting the seed.

Under 
present conditions our landg are being 
depleted in intrinsic value; plant food 
is being exhausted at a greater ratio 
than it is being restored back to the 
soil. This condition should be stop- 
ped, and stopped now; and the way 
to do this is to have stock on the 
farm and judiciousl: place the by- 
product of the stock on the. land. 

One other suggestion I w’'sh to make 
to the farmers of Geo-gia, and that 
is An increase in small grain produc- 
tion. And it is well at this time to lay 
out and have in your minds the fields 
you intend to devote to wheat, oats, 
rye, etc., the coming autumn. Unléss 
you do this you are practically certain 
when seeding time comes to neglect 
sowing as much of these crops as you 
should sow. But fearing I may make 
my story too long, I will desist for 
the present. 

lL wish, however, to .enew my ap- 
peal against discouragement. It is the 
better part of wisdom to have no dis- 
couragement under conditions, how- 
ever calamitous they may appear. But 
let us keep out wits in our heads, 
“cool” an meet conditions as they 
present themselves with § intelligent 
judgment, with full assurance that -

MADE COTTON OIL LOSE 


New York, May 11.—(Special.)—After 
establishing a new high trading basis 
early in the week, the cotton seed oil 
market declined, under heavy profit- 
taking, and the tendency became. ir- 
regular, although the tone at the close 
Was steady. The realization was of 
@ character sufficient to make many 
stop-loss orders effective, and the ad- 
ditional selling pressure greatly fa- 
éilitated the downward movement of 
prices. Whfle some importance was 
attached to the departure of a leading 
Bull operator, who sailed for Europe, 
tt was generally believed that other 
Prominent interests were endeavoring 
to shake out weak margined accounts, 
and thereby adjust holdings so as to 
“trengthen the speculative position of 
*—> general market There was no 
lack of confidence in the ultimate 
course of prices and the reactionary 
tendency has not dampened bullish en- 
thusiagm in the least. 

Stringent conditions surrounding 
spot and May oil have been momenta- 
rily relieved, not through any in- 
creased shipments from primary points, 
but through a falling off in the con- 
suming demand for additional quanti- 
ties. Heavy buying earlier in the 
month appeared to have satisfied re- 
@guirements of manufacturers and the 
relatively high prevailing prices have 
not prompted the extension of com- 
mitments. The west dumped consider- 
@eble July and Augusta on the mar- 
Bet between 7.30c and 7.45c. Under 
this lead professional traders scalped 
profits on the decline, but quickly 
changed their position on the first 
show of strength. The switching of 
future contracts also played an impor- 
tant part in the week’s trading, but 
as a whole the revision of prices is 
Jooked upon as healthy, and as one 
Prominent interest expressed himself, 
“the market is backing up for a fresh 
start.” . 

May oil is still described as a great 
speculative possibility and many op- 
éerators expect to witness a pyrotechni- 
cal display before the end of the 
month. Holdings of rea! oil are cuom- 
paratively light and there is no Inai- 
cation of a freer movement from the 
#outh in the near futur The extent 
of the short interest in the May ship- 
ment is an unknown quantity, but 
there have been no unusual buying 
operations noted for several weeks. 
Large refining interests have frequent- 
ly made firm offers for round quanti- 
ties of May oil, but only succeeded in 
@islodging a few hundred barrels. Re- 
finers are said to be actually in need 


of oil to cover export contracts. For- 
eign specifications call mostly for 
White oil and at least two prominent 
refineries have plants installed which 
can quickly convert prime summer 
yellow and “off” oi] into white oil. In- 
wbility to secure sufficient May oil at 
a profitable basis is said to be ac- 
countable for the recent. activity in 
“off” oil at prices-averaging 10 to 20 
points under prime summer yellow. 
Conditions governing the crude oil 
market have continued exceedingly 
firm, and bids at 47 cents have failed 
to bring out offerings. 
Climatic conditions in several sections 
have not tended to increase the seed 
movement, and the beginning of the 
end of the crushing season is evi- 
dnced by the closing @down of many 
important mills. The after crush prom- 
ises to be much lighter than expected, 
owing to replanting of areas devas- 
tated by floods.

The telegram in full follows: 

“New Orleans, La., May 10, 1912.— 
W. G. Cooper, Chamber of Commerce, 
Atlanta, Ga.: The city of New Orleans 
is absolutely unaffected by the floods 
though a 
number of the parishes of the state 
of Louisiana have been inundated and 
the floods there have, therefore, 
wrought great damage outside of the 
city. New Orleans is herself alieviat- 
ing distress with centriputions vf 
money. clothing, bedding. and the gov- 
ernment with rations. and the state 
militia is aiding in rescue work. No 
levees within 1006 miles of New Or- 
leans have broken, and all stories that 
this city is under water are the wild- 
est sort of irresponsible canards. . 

“The United States, the state and 
ihe city engineers agree that New Or- |

crisis, and that the worst is now over. 
The greatest damage {s the farmers’ 
loss of opportunity to make crops, and 
we are now working out a Plan to bee 
Sin the reconstruction of our agricul- 
tural districts affected as soon as the 
waters recede. New Orleans, because 
of its peculiar defensivé strength, is 
the safest city in the Mississippi, Onie 
or Missouri valleys, despite the fact 
that Louisiana must protect herself 
from the flood waters ef some thirty 
other states.

@ In modern Persia,. where men 
have a number of wives, they often 
have a hard time keeping harmony 
‘among the different wives. if 
4 thera are a number of women in- 
habiting the one house they have 
their own apartments, their own 
servants, and they refuse to touch 
the gowns or to eat out of the 
same dish with a rival 
Starting among the lowest tribes 
such as the Fuegians there is 
much jealousy to be found. Strangely, the men 
show much more feeling of this kind than the 
women, and this because they look upon their 
women as property to do with as they like. 
They are so jealous of their women that they 
will not allow any one, if they ean help it, to 
enter their buts, not even young boys. Among 
some Australian tribes the women are not 
allowed to talk to a man excepting their hus- 
bands. They are not allowed to exchange a 
word with a grown up brother. However 
unattractive a woman of the Veddahs of Cey- 
lon is, the men are exceedingly jealous of her. 
It is said that when in a fit of temper they 
will kill a rival for paying too much atten- 
tion to one of their women. —

Bosman, who spent some time studying the 
people of Beni Mzab, says that a man who 
stops in the street and speaks to a woman 
of quality can be fined $40 and can be ban- 
ished for two years. In Persia, Turkey, and 
in many other oriental countries it is con- 
sidered a ‘terrible breach’ of etiqnette for a 
guest or friend even to inquire after the wife 
of another, let alone to ask to see her. This 
request would awaken a feeling of awful jeal- 
onsy. 

Le Bon, who made a study of the social 
life among the oriental races, says that jeal- 
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ousy is a powerful agent in the social life of 
civilized nations. @ This is shown by the fact 
that in Mohammedan countries a Woman fs 
not allowed to receive male visitgrs, or to 
go unveiled, it being unlawful for the Mos- 
lem to see the faces of any othér women than 
those whom he {s forbidden to marry and his 
own wives and female slaves. A man who 
penetrates into the harem of any other man 
may easily lose his life. In Japan it is often 
the custom for women to have their éyebrows 
shaved off, becatise thick and beantifyl eye 
brows are considered & mark of beauty and 
often attract other mén than their husbands.

In days gone by the men of: Indfa 
were so jealous of their wives that they made 
it an unwritten law that when they died the 
women must lay themselves on the pile and 
be burned with them. .They could not bear 
the idea of having some rival enjoy their 
friendship and affection. 

For the same reason until recent times the 
women in Polynesia and in Melanesia were 
strangled or buried alive as soon as they were 
left widows. If a women objected to this 
harsh ‘treatment she was considered unworthy 
of any good man's affection. For the same 
reason, on the slave coast of Africa, when 
@ woman is left a widow, she is shut up in a 
room for six months at least and is not ex- 
pected to look at any man, not even a rela- 
tive. 

These examples and many others that may 
be given prove beyond a doubt that among 
primitive and oriental peoples this feeling is 
much more common to men than it is to 
women, The strange part of this is that 
primitive women seldom have any feeling of 
jealousy. 

According to Mr. Reade, who has spent 
years in equgtorial South Africa, the women 
are the strongest believers in polygamy. “ The 
more the merrier,” they say. If @ man mar- 
ries and his wife thinks that he'cannot afford 
another wife she pesters him to take another, 
and if he declines to do so she taunts him 
and calls him a stingy: fellow. 

Livingstone told this story about the 
women of the Makalolo: “ Hearing that a 
man in England is supposed to be satisfied 
with one wife, one of these women said, ‘1 
could. not live in such a.conntry, where the 
men are not wealthy enough to own more 
than one wife.’ ”’

Among the Modoes of California, when the 
women are told that a man should be satis- 
fied with one wife, they answer, “Our way 
is better, for we should be lonely if we had 
to be in a house alone.” But still there are 
tribes where a second wife or rival is only ac- 
cepted after some strict discipline on the part 
of the husband.

The Greeks 
wete so jealous of women, especially if they 
had any claim to good looks, that they would 
not even allow them to attend any of the ptb- 
lic spectacles which were the chief means of 
Athenian culture. a

E ARE all of us perfectly 
aware of a fact in economics 
which we like to ignore, unless 
we are so far on the right 

gide of the fence that we can think 
about it with satisfaction. I refer to 
the fact that economical buying, or the 
proper use of a certain amount of 
money, equals in value the skill of 
earning the same amount. ; 
Two men, each having families of sx 
fnclusive of themselves, earn $244 a week 
each. Each brings all his money home. 
The wife of one, because she knows how 
to purchase, buys the fuel, food and 
clothes, pays the rent, and yet saves 
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enough out of the amount supplied to 
take a magazine, pay church dues and 
put money in the savings bank for fu- 
ture needs. The wife of the other just 
manages to pay for fuel, food and 
clothes and the rent for a less good 
house. One family is richer than the 
other—probably happier, too—in spite 
of the fact that the amount earned and 
brought in is exactly the same in each 
case. ; 

There is no other economic fact of 
more importance to our great American 
public than this: That it is the wise 
and economical use of resources, money 
as well as any other, which determines 
prosperity, not the amount earned or 
had, or which can be secured by some 
means. The quicker women not alone 
learn, but appreciate this truth—for ap- 
preciation means to put it into. prac- 
tice—the quicker we will have, not spas- 
modic and segregated but steady, gen- 
era] prosperity. 

Economical buying means good living 
wherever there {s @ sufficient amount 


earned to buy economically with. For 
there is no more extravagant way of 
buying than that the por must use, 
the hand-to-mouth method, buying in 
the smallest possible amount at the 
highest eventual] price. And now this 
method must be employed by hundreds 
who could afford to buy in greater quan- 
tities if they ‘had even an extra pantry, 
closet or odd corner in which to put the 
food away. The problem of the pur- 
chase and care of food supplies has in- 
creased in direct ratio with deerease in 
living space. Those who would like to 
buy barrels of flour and sugar, whole 
hams and pieces of bacon, realizing the 
economy and value of purchasing in 
this way, find they cannot take up their 
abodes on the fire escapes, or even make 
a cold-storage place of them for their 
food, and there is actually no place 
inside the apartments for another singie 
thing. So the buying of perishable food 
materials, or those which might keep 
but take room, has now to be done on 
the small-quantity plan. What can be 
done in this predicament to lessen ex- 
pense? 

The world of housekeepers is apt to 
complain that the teachers of home 
economics, when asked a direct ques- 
tion such as that given, reply in such 
general terms that no real help follows 
We are perfectly aware of the fact that 
when women cry ‘‘help!"’ they are us- 
ually going down for the third time and 
need immediate succor and resuscitation. 
They resent being told they should learn 
how to swim. and lessons in the art are 
not so popular as they ought to be. Now 
that is alt rizht up to a certain point, 
but the point is quickiy reached. Pull- 
ing the nousekeeper out of deep water 
and getting her on shore ceases to be 
a virtue after a time. She should learn 
to swim, and possibly there is no way 
but the eruel one of pushing her off 
into the water and telling her to get 
herself to land. It certainly is the only 
effectual way in the end. 

In plain words, there is no _ effectual! 
wavy of lessening expense where mar- 
keting is concerned, or, in fact, in the 
buying of anything, except in earning 
how to purchase. The great thing t 
be done in solving the proLlem of the 


eost of living has already been touched ° 


upon in these lessons—that is, in learn- 
ing how to properly ferd the family. 
This is the fundamental neceseary 
thing, and on it eventual success de- 
pends. 

The second thing is to learn how to 
market, and no woman can buy 
economically until she has learned this 
thing. First of all in buying household 
supplies, the housekeeper needs to 
be able to identify and value the va- 
rious materials that enter tnto the 
daily bil! of fare. 

The third necessary thing is to go 
to market and select the food for the 
family. This should need no explana- 
tion or argument; but it seems to re- 
quire much, for the practice of relying 
on the telephone and the market man 
is growing more and more prevalent. 
The young housekeeper argues in this 
wise: “I know nothing about it any- 
way, and if I go to the butcher or the 
grocer I show my ignorance and am 
not treated as well.”” My dear young 
woman, that is fallacy. You ~- have 
shown your igncrance by staying away, 
and the butcher, the baker and candle- 
stick maker know what they can do 
with and for you soon after you begin 
trading at their shops. 


“What do I gain by going if I know 
nothing about it?” If you are worth 
your salt, or to be the wife of the 
man who is earning it, you will do as 
he has done and learn your business 
by studying it and its problems. ‘Sup- 
pose your husband attempted to carry 
on his business transactions, even when 
he first began, over the telephone? If 
you go where the business of buying 
and selling food materials is going on, 
you will learn. by doing just as you 
learned to walk. You will learn by 
hearing other people who have had 
their experience; by the aid of your 
market man; by seeing, hearing, com- 
paring in the way we unconsciously 
learn sO many, many things. And best 
of all,’ vou will learn by your mistakes 
—the hardest but the most effectual 
and lasting way. 

The purchase of meat Seems to be the 
greatest stumbling Diock, perhaps be- 


cause the choice is not limited to good 
or poor, or to two different grades, but 
includes so many things. To the young 
housekeeper who has not had the oppnor- 
tunity of studving these things, animals 
must seem to be made up of steaks and 
chops and roasts, wiihout reference to 
the part of the animal from which they 
come. That is one of the chief diffi- 


by one of two methods. In nearly every 
city of any size in this country at the 
present time there is a teacher of home 
economics teaching either in public or 
private school, or having classes of 
some kind. Three lessons from her, with 
a chart and explanations, followed by 
trips to the market, will at least start 
one on the right path. Where there are 
a number of young housekeepers stag- 
gering under the burden of a business 
of which they have not learned the 
first principles before undertaking it, 
they usually will be as glad to form a 
class and be taught as the teacher wil! 
be to teach them. 

Fafling this, however, for any reason, 
a good chart, with explanations df the 
different cuts and their uses, may be 
studied. Then go to market and verify 
the things learned. 

Do not try to master too much at 
once; that is not the way men or 
women are able to succeed best in any 
business. 

First study the anatomy of the animal, 
60 as to locate all bones. This will show 
vou why the chuck roast costs less in 
market than the ribs or sirloin. 

Second, study the muscles of the ani- 
mal and apply your reason to them. 
Some muscles are used much more than 
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culties of ordering by telephone, even 
when one’s purse is not limited and the 
butcher knows that you could pick out 
good meat were you on the spot. : 

There are a limited number of the best 
steaks, and the others. from the same 
animal have a larger amount of bone 
and a smaller amount of tender meat. 
There are but few sirloin roasts, and 
each beef has but two tenderloins. One 
of the reasons why good hotels:are apt 
to have tender and delicious meat is 
that they have first choice at the very 
market which you may frequemt. The 
first choice is made very early in the 
morning by those who market before 
6 o’clock. Now if a butcher has so 
many beeves, having bat just so many 
tenderloin steaks of a given thickness, 
of course either the person who is there 
to pick out the steak she desires, or 
who is first im ordering (and the butcher 
knows can tell whether he has filled 
her order or not when it reaches home) 
will get the best of the lot. This is 
not dishonesty; this is just what you 
would have to do in the same case. 

The selecting of meat may be learned

others, therefore must be tougher than 
those used less frequently. There is 
an old saying that the wing of a walk- 
er and the leg of a fiver are the most 
tender morsels, and there is truth to be 
remembered in it. This should show 
you why a roast from the round of 
beef is less expensive than one from 
the sirloin. At first the charts wil] not 
seem to correspond with the cuts, or 
the meat, as you see it at the butcher's, 
but little by little the forequarter and 
hindquarter will look as familiar on 
the block as on the pictured page. In 
this the butcher can do much to help 
you, and as you have been trusting him 
to send you good meat, trust him now 
to aid you in learning how to select and 
buy. He would rather have you know 
than not, for those who know are the 
very ones who assist him to sel] the 
whole animal and decrease a too great 
demand for certain parts. 

To become familiar with texture and 
color, one has to go direct to market, 
after reading what the books say on 
these points. 

In market the different cuts from the 


same or different animals may be com- 
pared, and there one sees freshly cut 
meat, as well as meat that has been 
cut and réady for some time. There are 
certain things no amount of written 
directions can teach one, such as the 
appearance and odor of fresh as com- 
pared to stale fish, the grain and color 
of good beef, the look of a cold-storage 
fowl, etc. All these must be seen, 
Always watch the meat cut and 
weighed if possible. This has two rea- 
sons. When one orders over the tele- 
phone or of the butcher boy at the 
kitchen entrance, she may say one or 
two pounds of the neck of mutton, as 
the case may be, planning to have 
broth. Now when this arrives, if it is 
one pound, or nearly so, more than is 
desired, it is probably more than you 
can use or need, and waste of money 
and materia] follow. .This is frequent- 
ly the case with hamburg steak, but 
it will not happen so frequently if you 
are on the spot and insist upon having 


what you want or need. Of course, if 
one asks for a shin of beef weighing 
five pounds, it is a difficult thing to get 
that exact; but in the majority of cases 
it is perfectly e@asy to approximate 
your real needs. 

Learn the economy of asking for the 
trimmings for which you have paid, and 
the use of these. For instance, if you 
purchase a rib roast and wish the ribs 
removed and the roast rolled (the most 
expensive way of roasting it), remember 
you have paid for the ribs, which make 
excellent soup stock or ald in making 
gravy, and insist upon their being sent 
home or given to you with the meat. 
Then learn how to use the different 
cuts of meat in the best way, for on the 
method and skill used in cooking wil) 
the result of your marketing largely 
depend when it reaches the table and 
is used as nourishment for the famlly. 

You should know whether a foast from 
the round can be successfuly roasted, 
and if not, why, and what method should 
be used to insure tenderness and pala- 
tability. You should learn to purchase 
briskets and the plate plece, and how 
to make pot roasts and how much the 
fireless cooker and the casserole can aid 
you in serving these pieces so that they 
will take the place of the more expen- 
sive cuts. 

The housekeeper with the family of 
two finds the most difficulty in pur- 
chasing her meat supply. The best roast 
is usually a larg@ one and a roast of 
beef will last all the week, Saturday 
arriving with satiety as its guest: or 
the mé@at may é@ven spoil before all can 
be used under some circumstances: 
Chops and steaks are expensive meats. 
What can be done? 

First learn from where the best small 
roasts are cut; but with a family of two 
realize that roast at its cheapest, if- It 
is to be good, is something of a luxury. 
The smallest prime roast of beef is one 
of the short ribs. Your chart will show 
you where the short ribs are, but com- 
mon sense should tell you that the long- 
est ribs in the animal are exactly where 
they would be in the human body, near- 
est the neck. This cut will welgh from 
three to four pounds ordinarily speak- 
ing, something of course depending upon 
the size and weight of the animal! from 
which it is cut. And it will be called 
by a different name in different locall- 
ties. being the tip of the sirloin in New 
England, but a cut from the short ribs, 
or the first cut of the ribs, elsewhere. 
Ordinarily two ribs are included in each 
cut, but when the butcher knows you 
and your needs he can be induced to 
divide it. Find one handling good 
meat who will, and take your newly- 
wed friends with you to hig market to 
reward him. 

For a small family, lamb, mut- 
ton and veal should be pur- 
chased from_— ithe _sitoin, three or 
four pounds making a good _ solid 
roast. which need not last intermin-

Let stand 30 minutes in a 
little French dressing, drain and fill 
centers with chopped figs, dates or 
prunes mixed with a little cream. 
Sprinkle with chopped cashew nuts, 
place on lettuce leaves and serve. 


Tapioca Pear Soup 


One-fourth, pound dried pears, % to 
% cup sugar, % pound dried apricots, 
8 tablespoons tapicoa, % cup currants, 
few grains salt, 1 quart water, 1l-inch 
piece cinnamon, 1 tablespoon lemon 
juice, 2 cloves. Soak fruit overnight 
in the water. In the morning add the 
spice and tapioca and simmer gently 
till. both are done. Then sweeten, 
add a lemon juice and chill. 


avn Rice Pudding 


One and one-half cups cooked rice, 
3 cups milk, 1 egg, juice and rind % 
lemon, % cup sugar. Mix in. order 
zi?@n, pour in buttered pudding dish, 
set in pan of hot water and bake 
slowly till firm in the center. Serve 
hot or cold with currant jelly sauce. 


Currant Jelly Sauce 


Boil 1 cup of granulated sugar and 
1-3 cup of water, without stirring, four 
minutes; add 4 tablespoons of cur- 
rant jelly. As soon as the sauce boils 
again, add 2 tablespoons of lemon 
juice and serve. 


Potatoes Goldenrod 


Three cups diced cooked potatoes, 2 
tablespoons flour, 3 hard-cooked eggs, 
2 cups milk, 1 tablespoon finely minced 
Onion, 1 teaspoon salt, 3 tablespoons 
butter, % teaspoon pepper. Separate 
cg whites from yolks, cut into dice and 
add to potato. Fry onion in butter till 
softened, add flour and seasonings, and 
gradually the milk, stirring well. Let 
boil; add potatoes, and when very hot 
turn into serving dish. Put egg yolks 
in potato ricer and rice over dish. Serve 
at once. 


Strawberry Roll Pudding 


Two cups bread flour, 2 teaspoons 
sugar, 2 tablespoons butter, 3 teaspoons 
baking powder, % teaspoon salt, about 
% cup of milk, 1 box of strawberries, 
sugar. Make a baking powder biscult 
mixture of the flour, salt, sugar, baking 
powder, butter and milk. Roll into an 
oblong % inch thick and sprinkle thickly 
with % a box of berries quartered. Then 
dredge with sugar. Roll like jelly rojl, 
cut across in slices % inch thick, lay in 
pan and bake about 4 minutes in 
moderate oven. Serve with strawberry 
sauce made from remainder of berries.

Two cups diced lamb, from 1 to 2 
cups diced string beans, 2 hard-cook- 
ed eggs, lettuce, curry dressing.

Salt Codfish Grandmother’s Way 
One pound salt codfish, 2 eggs, 3 


cups milk, pepper, salt if needed. 
Soak fish overnight in water. Drain, 
pick into bits and cook in milk till 
tender. Beat eggs slightly, pour on 
the fish mixture, cook til] thickened. 
stirring constantly, season to taste 
and serve on split and well-buttered 
baking powder biscuit. 


Esealloped Corn 


One can corn, 1% teaspoons salt, 2 cups 
shredded wheat crumbs, %4 teaspoon 
pepper, % cup butter, 1% cups milk. 

Roll shredded wheat fine and mix 
crumbs, with melted butter. Butter a 
pudding dish and put in a layer of corn, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper, then one 
of crumbs, and repeat until all is used. 
Then pour over the milk, put on a last 
layer of buttered crumbs. and cook an 
hour in a slow oven. 


Potato Croquettes 


Two cups hot riced potatoes, \% tea- 
spoon celery salt, 2 tablespoons butter, 
few grains cayenne, % teaspoon salt, 
few drops onion juice, % teaspoon pep- 
per, 1 egg yolk, 1 teaspoon parsley, 
minced.

So, 
when ready for roasting, which is a fair 
method, the steak being broiled, the 
chicken usually weighs a very little if 
any over two pounds. After cooking, 


it weighs considerably less, due to evap- 
oration and loss by the meiting of fat. 

Trim and broil the steak, then re- 
move the meat from fhe bones of both 
steak and chicken, scraping every pnar- 
ticle of meat from each. To the chicken 
add the weight of giblets and drip- 
pings, and the entire amount of avail- 
able material will rarely weigh over 
one pound and five ounces, if as much. 
There is ordinarily just about one pound 
of actual meat to be secured from @ 
three-pound chicken. The meat from 
the steak will be at least two pounds 
and sometimes more. This means that 
the chicken meat cost 75 cents and ths 
meat from the steak 3714 cemts a pound. 
But this comparison is almost self-evi- 
dent. What about a chuck compared 
with a rib roast, a round of beef com- 
pared with a sirloin roast? What is the 
actual cost per pound of what ome se- 
cures to eat?

In the bottom of the pontoon an oil engine would promptly set the 
wireless outfit to work guiding the rescuers as effectively as if the ship 
itsclf were afloat. Im case of a tardy relief the ship’s officers would take 
observations and could at all times flash their location to rescue ships. 

Ample tanks of fresh water and stores of food would, of course, be 
on the pontoon. The space would not be wasted in ordinary times, as the 
wireless outfit, the chart room, the sick bay and many other space-con- 
suming things may be placed inside its walls as well as anywhere in the 
ship. A search light, a pair of anchors, a collapsible mast for the wire 
less, a power lifeboat and many other details come to mind to make the 
pontoon a certain and perfect live-saving device. 

An excellent suggestion comes from Admiral French E. Chadwick, 
of the United States Navy, one of the best known American naval officers. 
He says that an upper story of water-tight compartments might be con- 
structed which would keep the ship afloat even after the bottom had 
been ripped out, and all the lower compartments flooded. 

At present a steamship is divided into water-tight compartments 
from the bottom to a potnt a few feet above the water line. Above this 
point there js a great deal more atrycwre than below, but the upper par 
is not cut off by partitions into water-tight compartments. In such a ship 
as the Olympic, a sister of the Titanic, this upper portion is sixty-five 
feet high. 

One ingenious designer, Captain G. W. Evans, of the British Navy, has 
planned an arrangement of three ships pinned together, with a space of 
twenty feet between each. He believes that such a craft would be proof

Here Is a Lifeboat. Coupon Ticket Which Ocean Liners Ought to Adopt. 


Lifeboat Tickets, and New Ways to Launch the 


Lifeboats and Rafts in Place of the Clumsy Davits 


NE of the greatest difficulties of saving life in a wreck is tne use of 
the present clumsy davits. They will not carry a heavily loaded 


boat, and in any case they are Hable to upset the boat and drown 
all the passengers. 
To overcome this difficulty Robert Burns, Jr., a marine engineer of New 
Brunswick, N. J., suggests doing away with davits altogether, and con- 
structing in their stead a steel overhead runway from one aide of the ship 
to the other, upon which two giant arms could be run s0 as to extend at 
least twenty feet beyond either side. When hot in use these arms would 
be drawn in, lying snugly on the overhead runway. The lifeboats would 
be located on the deck along the side of the ship’s railing, and would stand 
in chocks equipped with wheels. In the event of an accident requiring the 
abandoning of the ship the passengers would be loaded into the lifeboats 
wherever they happened to be. Each boat would then be wheeled along 
in an orde:ty manner until it came under the giant arms, which would ele- 
vate it, carry it twenty feet beyond the side of the vessel, if necessary, and 
lower it. The arm would then be drawn in, the next boat would be wheeled 
up, attached and lowered in a similar maaoner, and so on util every one 
was safe. 

The apparatus would be worked by a hand windlass providea With & 
brake, so that the lowering of the loaded boats might be controlled. The 
weight of the boats would carry them down at a suitable rate of speed. 

Mr. Burns declared that two men could easily manage the lowering of 
the boats, although other members of the crew would be employed to super- 
intend the loading of them. A small donkey engine might be used In con- 
nection with the device to raise loaded boats from the sea when the vegsel 


acted as a rescuing ship. 
Only two of these steel runways would be required for each vessel, one 


fore and one aft. : 

An entirely novel and ingenious “rapid transit” system of launching 
lifeboats from the deck of a big liner has been devised by M. D. Compton, 
of New York, and submitted to the Senate Inquiry Committee. Along the 
sides of the ship are inclined tracks, leading from sulftable locations extend- 
ing out from the sides of the vessel. These are securely fastened to re 
volvable upright supports pivotally attached to the ship’s sides, as are the 
inclined tracks resting thereon. 

There is one suggestion that in the opinion of all intelligent men who 
have studied the loss of the Titanic should be adopted at once. It is pro 
posed that every owner of a passeDger ship shall furnish the passenger 
with a ticket giving him a numbered seat in a certain lifeboat. The back 
of the ticket will bear a diagram of the boat deck of the ship, with the 
boat which the passenger 18 to occupy clearly marked. 

The men, including sailors and stewards, will be assigned to certain 
boats in advance and drilled property to do their work in case of emer- 
gency. In the Titanie disaster the men had no idea which boats they 
should go to or what they should do. 

A passenger's lifeboat ticket will bear the number of his seat fn the 
dining salon and it will be his table steward’s duty to guide him to his 
place in the boat, if necessary. 

At the beginning of the voyage it {s proposed that the passengers and 
crew shall be required to find their proper places in the Hifeboats. The 
Jate Admiral Robley D. Evans even suggested before the Titanic disaster 
that every ship should be required to'stop once during the voyage, put 
all its passengers in the boats and row once around the ship. This is a 
manoeuvre regularly performed in the navy, and is called “Abandoning 
ship.” 
Homer Ellsworth, of the United Life Saving Service, has designed a 
pneumatic life float, which appears to have some practical value. The 
centre of gravity is so low that it ia impossible to upset it. As shown in 
the accompanying illustration, this reft or float resembles a huge life pre 
server. It is constructed with a flotation cylinder in the form of an oval 
shaped ring. 

A slatted wooden platform is suspended three feet below the cylinder 
by means of a rope netting, as indicated. The flotation cylinder consists of 
a continuous copper tube divided into from twelve to thirty airtight com- 
partments, according to the size of the float. The tube is atiffened by means 
of longitudinal flanges. 

To protect the tube it is coated with a non<orrosive paint, and then 
covered with a layer of compressed cork two incheg thick. This serves as 
a buffer for the copper tubes, and also adds to the buoyancy of the raft. 
The cork is wrapped with waterproof cloth, and over this heavy canvas is 
wound. 

. A final coat of waterroof paint renders the float entirely proof against 
the action of weather or water. The platform or floor of the float is of such 
size that it will fall through the flotation ring, so that no matter how the 
float strikes the water it will always be right side up. The occupants stand 
on the platform within the ring. 

Each float is fitted with oars and painters lashed to the cylinder. The

cylinder protects them from the wash of the waves and prevents them from 
being swept away. Since about half the load is under water and partially 
sustained by its own buoyancy, the flotation cylinders do not have to be 
as large as do those of the ordinary type of raft. 

In fact, the government has made a special provision for this particu: 
lar fe float, allowing it a buoyaypy of 145.5 pounds per capita on the ocean 
and 121 pounds on lakes. But this float will safely carry even more than 
its official rated capacity. It measures 8 by 12 feet over all, and the cylinder 
is 20 inches in diameter. Its rated capacity is 23 persons on the ocean and 
27. persons on bays. The average weight for this rating is taken as 175 
pounds per man, 

This type of life float occupies but little space on a vessel. Owing to 
their ring shape, a number of. floats of different sizes may be nested to- 
gether to save stowage space. A still more economical arrangement, 
adapted partilularly for private yachts, is to fit the float with a buoyant 
Cushion, which is specificaily designed for the purpose, thus forming a deck 
divan. The cushion ia covered with leather or duck, and a like covering is 
provided for the cylinder, thus completely disguising the float. 

This life float is intended to hold up persons who have to remain & 
ghort time in the water.

- Criminologist Solves the Most Baffling

N nothing do the new scientific de- 
() tectives lay so much stress as the 
importance of measurements. 

In the lead of this branch of the science 
is the famous Bertillon of Paris, diseoverer 
of the usefulness of the finger print, in- 
ventor of the system of measurements 
that bears his name and which has become 
a standard of police departments al] over 
the world, and the inventor, too, of the 
wonderfully minute picture analysis known 
as the “portrait parle,” or speaking plc- 
ture, in which every feature is taken sep- 
arately and studied. 

But the science of measurements goes 
much farther than this. Criminals dis- 
guise themselves ,but it is not humanly 
possible for a criminal to make himself 
entirely over. Therefore the expert must 
know just how the nose of “Black Mike,” 
or the eyebrows of “Speckled Joe,” will 

look under all moods and circumstances.

N the night of June 10 a pedestrian 
() walking along an outlying Berlin 
street saw an odd looking heap in 
an angle of one of the houses.

No one’s head is quite like anyone else’s 
head. And so the sweat bands of hats form 


a course for the expert. The sweatband 
of a hat will give accurately the shape of 
the head withjn it by analysis of the marks 
left on the band by the head.

Just as the canning clubs for girls 
were ‘organized to afford them activi- 
ties similar to those of the boys corn 
clubs, so the “campfire giris” move- 
ment has been launched tn order that 
bands of girls and young women may 
have something of the qutdoor life and 
opportunities which thtir brothers en- 
joy in the “boy scouts’ companies. 

Dr. Luther Gullick, so well khown 
as thé. physical director of the New 
York public schools, and as.a con- 
tributor to the health and recreation 
movement of the entire country, is the 
“hairman of organization of the 
“Campfire girls.” 

Mrs. Gulick has fér two years main- 
tained a camp for girls, in which all 
the principfe#*of the present organiza- 
tion have been tested. This is the law 
of the “campfire giris’: 

‘Seek beauty. 

“Give service. 

“Pursue Knowledge. 

‘“Be trustworthy. 

“Hold on to heaith. 

“Glorify work. 

“Be happy.” 

Romance Added to Work and Piay. 

The object of the movement ifs “to 
add the power of organization and the 
charm of romance to health, work and 
play.’ There is a test for membership, 
which entitlés a girl to become fjrst a 
wood gatherer; second, a fire maker} 
third, a torch-bearer. 

The symbol of the campfire girls is 
fire, and is indicated by the rising 
sun; the symbol of membership is tne 
standing pine, indicative of simplicity 
land strength. These symbols are used 
in the decoration of their costumes, 
and on their handiwork of various 
kinds. ; 

Each local group is called a campfire, 
and it is composed of from six to 
twenty girls, and its head is called the 
“guardian of the fire.” There its alse 
a “chief guardian,” who heads a group 
of local campfires.

A prominent journalist writes the 
following leter to our general chalr- 
man of endowment found: 

“Dear Mrs. Pennybacker: 

“I herewith inclose the amount 
pledged to the endowment. As to 
using myx name, the only objection 
I have to it is the inference that 
it was prompted by- any greater 
degree of Kindness than that ot 
many other men who might have 
contributed had they had the same 
opportunities of seeing for them- 
selves the splendid work that the 
women’s clubs are dbing. It was 
in no sense a feeling of chivalry or 
anything akin to it that prompted 
my gift, but a consciousness of the 
greatness of the object in mind, 
viz.. the endowment of the great wo- 
man’s club movement of the coun- 
try—one of the most significant 
things in modern life, both from a 
sociological and cultural standpoint. 
Not being a woman, I am _ barred 
from an active part in this great 
work, but |! could not resist the 
femptation to do what little I could 
in helping to endow it, and thus 
free it from the stumbling block 
of financial difficulties. 

“Fhe woman’s club movement, it 
seems to me, ts doing three things 
that will make it significant to fu- 
ture historians of our period. (1) 
It is developing a new type of wo- 
manhood, of which the past has fur- 
nished us only isolated examples; 
(2) it is raising the level of culture 
tin America, one might say, nurtur- 
ing it during a period of crass cotn- 
mercialism; and (3) it is playing an 
important part in the larger move- 
ment toward social justice, which is 
now at work in our country and 
elsewhere. Can you wonder, then, 
that I should desire ‘to further its 
aims? 

“Tf you think that the fact that 
the woman’s club movement appeals 
in this way to a ‘mere man’ will do 
even a little in arousing some of 
the sleeping women to a conscious- 
ness of their duty with respect [to 
the endowment fund, you may use 
my name.

Suppose hundreds of women all over 
these states were going about daily 
concerns, each with a certain vision in 
hér heart; and that this vision had 
to do with the future of her children, 
of their health. their education, with 
the conditions which should -make 
them citizens, Suppose, indeed, that 
the great spirit of idealisin. for the 
race to come, which is sweeping the 
world today and entering into the 
hearts of women as it has nevér en- 
tered there before, suppose that this 
were in the hearts of hundreds of 
women, but that each one had no 
Knowledge that it existed in the heart 
of any other woman. 

For what would each 
longing? She would be longing with 
passion for ,every other woman. that 
she knew to have this same dream in 
her heart for her children. “What 
could we not accomplfsh,” she 
be saying, “' Ony we all 
Only we all cared? If only we 
all work together?” 

Quite simply, and so gradually that 
though we marvel sometimes we yet 
do not appreciate, just this wish has 
come true. There are thousands of 
women dreaming and doing. There 
are thousands who have joined. hands 
and esSayed to do together what by 
One and by one or by ten and by ten, 
Or by hundred and by hundred, they 
could not do alone. 

It is what federation means. It is 
an ancient dream come true. It is only 
a method, and no one claims for it per- 
fection as method.

Team work ig a}l- 
wavs the best work. 

And this work together is to win 
its maximum of effectiveness, then ev- 
ery club of the great team must know 
what work ts going forward. and must 
Systematically keep abreast of whut 
that team is trying to accomplish.

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If PAYS TO GO TO SCHOOL. 
(From Schoo) Edueation.) 
By J. W. Olsen. 

“It pays to gv to school 
days and the parent. should 
twice before Keeping his boy 
school, even during the busy corn- 
huskKing and potato-picking season 
of autumn. A table ptepared by the 
Massachusetts state board of edu- 
cation shows the weekly earnings of 
children who left school at 14 until 
the end of their twenty-fifth year. 
Those who left school at 14 began 
work at $4 a week and at the end 
+ of the twenty-fifth year were re- 
ceiving $12.75 a week. Those from 
mis high school began at $10 a week 
"Tid at 25 were receiving $31 a week. 
fhe total earnings of the elemeg- 
tary schoo} boy in the twelve years 
were $5,722.50, while those of the 
high schoo] boy in the eight years 
were $7,377.50. "Dr. A. E: Winship 
some years ago made extended in- 
vestigations to find the differénce 
in e@arnings of men who were grad- 
uates of high schools and those 
Whose schooling stopped with the 
grades. He showed this difference 
to be more than $300 per year dur- 
ing the active earning years of a 
mans life. Assuming an average 
of tWenty working years, which 18s 
conservative, would make the earn- 
ings of the high school graduate 
above $6,000 more than those of 
his seat-mate in the grades who 
did not continue in the high school. 
Four school years of nine months 
each aggregate 720 davs, $6,000 di- 
vided by 720 equals $8.33, the value 
of a high school day, If your boy is 
ready for the high school can you 
afford to keep him at work for less 
than $8.33 per day? If you can hire 
a man t® do his work for $3 per 
day, you still make for him by the 
transaction $5.33 per day. If « high 
school day be worth 938.33, is not a 
common or grade school dav worth 
half of that? Can you afford to 
keep your boy out. of school to 
work?’

AID a gentleman of cosmopolitan

Gur own first sandwich is undoubt- 
edly that of ham—sliced, minced, or 
deviled—but ingenuity has lately run 
sometwhat riot in devising new sand- 
wich fillings, fancy shapes, and new 
places:to use the sandwich.

For some Kinds of use—with tea of 
an afternoon,.etce.—there is nothing 
better than the plain, little bread and 
butter sandwich, especially if the bread 
is cut thin. Different kinds of bread, 
especially the oatmeal and graham, as 
well as the white, are very refreshing 
with tea and chocolate, and should al- 
ways be furnished, no. matter what 
other sorts there are, for they will be 
much preferred by some people to all 
others.

Buttermilk and Cheese. 


> By Jane Eddington. 
S idea of whipping up some sour 
; milk with an egg beater furiously 
for two minutes to make a superior 
quality of buttermilk. In this way, 
with two or three minutes’ work, one 
gets a purer, smoother, article thaa 
that usually sold as buttermilk and 
since it is only beaten sour milk, with 
all the fat removed from it, there is 
no appreciable difference in the compo- 


sition of the two products. The 
whipped up sour milk js just as agree- 
able, and wholesome a drink as the 
othe@—absolut ‘ly wholesome. 

It is rather a strange thing that pea- 
ple, only a few years ago, looked upon 
sour milk as something almost or quite 
dirty. whereas it ig as clean a product 
2s almost anything we have and the 
clabbered milk may be flavored and 
sweetened and eaten very agreeably 
as a desert. 


As to drinking the buttermilk made 


by beating up the-sour milk or through 
the butter process some find it hard. 
If it is seasoned with a little salt and 
nutmeg, it es down easier, or in ad- 
dition to these some sugar may be 
added to take away the acid taste. It 
may ceive yet further additions in 
the way of a-beaten up raw egg and be

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"NO EX-PRESIDENT PROBLEM 
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WORRIES. THE PEOPLE. 
_OF FRENCH REPUBLIC 
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(Copyright, 1912, by Curtis Brown.) 

Paris, May 11.—France is not torn 
from end to end by the question: 
“What shall we do with our ex-presi- 
dents?’ With one in retirement and 
another preparing to follow, the coun- 
try is as calm as a New England vil- 
lage on a-Sunday morning. WGoubet, 
of humble birth and simple tastes, af- 
ter seven years of the last word in 
pomp, glory and ceremony, without 
fuss and without effort, stepped from 
the gorgeous Elysee Palace ‘to a mod- 
est flat on the opposite side of the 
Riyer Seine. Apparently without re- 
gret, as one whose duty had been done 
arid who was glad of the relief from 
@reat responsibilities, Loubet passed 
from the post of president of the 
French republic, with its never-ceasing 
round of ceremonies ‘and duties and 
routine, into private citizenship, with 
its home life and simple joys that go 
to make the existence of tue French 
bourgeois an ideal one. That was Six 
years ago and never’ since has the 
former president shown by word or 
deed that he regretted the change or 
would return to the palace in the Fau- 
bourg Saint Honore if the opportunity 
were offered him. 

As with Loubet so with his succes- 
sor, Fallieres. A man of simple tastes, 
his father a. modest functienary and 
his grandfather a blacksmith, he has 
meyer been entirely at ease at. the 
Elysee. And now, when his term of 
office is drawing to a close, he plans 
to return to his former modest ways 
of life, absolutely unaffected and un- 
spoiled by hfs long acquaintance with 
show and glitter. With a joy that is 
apparent to all who know him, the 
French president is looking forward to 
his retirement to a six-room, apart- 
mént in the Boulevard Saint Germain, 
in a house-which he owns, surrounded, 
not by an army of attendants such as 
has been his custom while in office, 
but contenting himself with two s¢er- 
vants, a cook and a housemaid.

Deep-rooted as were these principles, 
however, Loubet is’ said to have failed 
to have a penny of the princely salary 
of $240,000 a year with an additional 
su:n of $120,000 for expenses, which he 
received as chief representative of 
France. He felt that this money wAs 
for the glory ‘of the office and that 
splendor and magnificence befitting a 
Sreat country should be maintained. 
So many are the state banquets and 
formal functions that the president Is 
obliged to give to visiting royalty and 
men in public Hfe that it is said 
these great sums little more than de- 
fray expenses. President Mahon en- 
tertained with such magnificence that 
he not only’ spent the amount given 
him, but the larger share of his pri- 
vate fortune as well. ’ 

His Guiding Principle. 
~Loubet’s guiding Principle is great 
economy and moderation in all things, 
He once explained, his ideas on the

London, May § 11.—(Special.)—Lon- 
don society is speculating whether the 
young hetr will return here from the 
United States. Mrs. John Jacob Astor 
left so hurriedly when she received the 
news of the Titanic disaster and the 
drowning of her husband, from whom 
she had separated herself, that 
even her most intimate friends. were 
left in doubt as to her future plans. 
That she will return here, however, is 
certain. Mrs. Astor likes London so- 
clety and London society likes Mrs. 
Astor; so it is practically certain that 
she will continue to make London her 
home during the better part of the so. 
cial year. Whether Vincent Astor will 
come here with his mother is not, 
however, quite s0 assured, but that 
he may do so is not only possible, but 
probable. He is very fond of the 
mother at whose side he first saw the 
pleasant life wf Mavyfain which ds 
now Mayfair. no longer. 

That he would be welcomed hert 
goes without saying. The streams of 
marriageable maids, blueblooded, tht 
portionless, has not yet run dry. There 
are abbeys and manors in scores, 


old mullioned panes and the ivy is 
creeping into the walls uncut, un- 
kempt—where good American dollars 
turn the darkened and dust- 
laden halls into bright scenes of rev- 
elry. Many matrons with daughters 
and wards still to bring out and oth- 
ers whose charges have hung heavy 
on their hands through several sea- 
sons, would be delighted to welcome 
the voung American millionaire, who 
has yet to attain: his majority. 

But speculation is not altogether 
sordid. Both branches of the Astor 
family are dearly Toved by the British 
people generally. The dead colonel 
was a great favorite in England. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Waldorf Astor 
and their son, who is rising to promi- 
nence as a member of the house of 
commons, are courted by the most ex- 
clusive circles. For his father’s sake 
and for his own,. Vincent Astor was 
lionized when he was last here, a fine, 
lovable, manly young man. The peo- 
ple of this metropolis sympathized 
very heartily with the Astor family 
when word was received here that the 
wallant colonel had gone down with 
the ship, and after the period of 
mourning is over London will gladly 
do its part to assist the heir: to light- 
en, if not to forget his sorrow. 

Sympathy For Mra, Ismay. 

Mrs. J. Bruce Ismay has also heen 
a subject of much sympathy here. The 
people of London are not usually giv- 
en to excessive exhibition of. emotion, 
either through pleasure or pain. In 
the case of Mrs. Ismay there was an 
exceptionally strong note of popular 
condolence, largely because it was felt 
that the attacks made upon her hus- 
band during the progress of the senate 
inquiry were unjustified. In society, 
where both Mrs. Ismay and her hus- 
band are influential and popular, there 
was a genuine desire to comfort the 
wife of the ship owner, who was be- 
ing baited and hatigered so unmerci- 
fullv. But she was so utterly heart- 
broken over the sad affair that even 
now she thinks of little else except 
the lost liner and the dead that went 
down with the Titanic. London will

As a matter of fact the king's word is 
final and his will absolute in the 
granting of the meanest rank under 
the warrant of his name. It is quite 
true that the list is made up by the 
chief officers of the cabinet, the pre- 
mier and lord president of the council 
and lord privy seal having usually 
the delicate task of paying political 
debts through a stroke of the royal 
pen. But the king can strike his pen 
through the list when a name occurs 
which fails to meet the royal favor: 
and many cases of this kind have 
occurred, even in recent years. 

An amusing incident, illustrating 
this survival of regal power to reward 
or punish with a parchment, happened 
during the last reign. Mr. Balfour was 
prime minister at the time and influ- 
ence had been brought to bear upon 
the conservative cabinet to help a 
wealthy brewer, whose purse had been 
wide open during the previous gener- 
al election, to the broad pennon.of a 
barony. Either through error or un- 
derground artfice, the clerks at Somer- 
set house in preparing the draft list 
and warrants for the king’s 
signature, boosted the brewer into an 
earldom. The king was at Sandring- 
ham when the lst was laid on- his 
breakfast table. He ran down the 
names casually until he came to that 
of the brewer.

These 
are the chief of the state pages, the 
house steward, the JhouseKeeper, and 
the chief of the grooms in. waiting, 
each of whom is ‘paid $3,000 a vear 
in wages, and. also pocket half as 
much in perquisites, or “perks,” as 
‘hey are called in the servants’ hall. 
They each make at least $500 a year 
in tips from royal visitors, while pres- 
ents from the King and queen and oth- 
er members of the royal family are 
worth $750 more. These upper serv- 
ants, by the way, are paid monthly, by 
check, while the under servants get 
their _U@crews"’ weekly, in cash. 
“With such tidy incomes, it is not 
surprising that most of the upper royal 
servants have good balances at the 
bank. King Edward's valet, I hear, in- 
vested his savings. in land, which now 
brings him a- useful income in the way 
of ground rents. Another of the serv- 


ed a collection of antique ‘silver, of 
which he.was a firet-rate judge, that 
has been valued at $25,000, though he 
actvally only gave about a quarter 
of that for it.

Willing to receive us upon a 
plane of exact political equality, it could not coerce us 
into accepting the invitation, so long as we entombed our- 
selves in the catacombs of the dead past, weighing our 
manhood not in the light of the present, but by the spent 
force of obsolete traditions. : 


_ For Alabama, Georgia, Florida, Mississippi and, very 
probably, for other southern states that indefensible hu- 
miliation is past! 

These states have declared, by the sovereign man- 
date. cf their people, their independence of ghosts, their 
contempt of. bogies. 


to meet, without flinching, their full burden of the na- 
tion’s government. They are asking—and they will ac- 
eept—not one honor or privilege not equally accorded 


other sections of the nation. 


But they have written, in emphatic and unmistakable 
characters, their demand that henceforth and for all time 
they will enjoy their full American irberitance; that 
while they will-not balk at hewing the wood, at drawing 
the water, when that task is allotted to them—they will 
equally demand the right to aspire to the easier graces 
and privileges that pertain to unbiased American citizen-

For it marks the year 
when the south—turning its back upon all save that 
which is sacred in the past—joins its destiny in fact as in 
name to that of our common country.

DR. LEN BROUGHTON CHARMS | 
LONDON BY HIS SERMONS 


(Special by Publishers’ Press.) 

London, May 11.—Dr. Len Broughton 
has already laid London under the 
spell of his masterful voice. To the 
church of Rowland Hill he came, 
launching his thunderbolts like an in- 
spired prophet. It will doubtless be 
welcome news to the preacher’s friends 
in the United States that he has car- 
ried the metropolis by storm from his 
very first sermon as pastor of Christ 
church on Westminster Bridge road. 
Yet not all the comments upon his 
style are couched in honeyed phrases. 

Thus, one denominational writer 
speaks of him: “In his closely but- 
toned frock coat, black silk tie, and 
falling collar, he stands in the pulpit 
as a very good-looking “man. ‘The 
light brown hair is scarcely dimmed 
to gray, the forehead is high and 
broad, the cheeks somewhat thin and 
faded, the pale complexion. scarcely 
tanned by Atlantic sun and breezes. 
He presents, indeed, the type of an 
American ascetic, belonging to some 
arduous profession. He might be an 
inventor, a politician, a yellow press 
editor, a naval commander, but we 
put aside all such thronging sugges- 
tions, and greet him as a physician 
the ‘picker-up of learning’s crumbs,’ 
a new Karshish, who has come in his 
wanderings to London.”

He in- 
tends to amble quietly along during 
the first three or four months, sound

$150,000,000 in Litigation, 

Property worth $150,000,000, “a for- 
tune almost beyond the dreams of ava- 
rice,” is now in litigation in the pro- 
bate court here. An attempt is being 
made to break-the will of Henry Page, 
who died in 1829, the owner of 40,000 
acres in the heart of London. Apart 
altogether from the legaj side of the 
dispute, which’ involves many techni- 
calities, the ‘hereditaments which are 
its subject matter are of historic in- 
terest. They include a portion of norta- 
west London which has increased in 
value at immense strides within the 
last fifty years. At one time the prop- 
érty was held by the great, ambitious 
Cardinal Woleley, who was stripped of 
the estate when Henry VIII dismissed 
him in disgrace. -'When Charles I and 
Charles Il were mortgaging the royal 
demesnes to pay for their frolics with 
Fairfax and Rochester, the lands 
passed from the crown and so in due 
course. to the eccentric Henry Page, 
who left -a will which nobody has 
been able to unravel. Since 1829 build- 
ings have been A4emolished, other build- 
ings put up, parcels of land have 
changed hands, railroads have been 
given franchise and running way, 
sums have been paid into court, and 
yet nobody has been declared the 
owner of the property. When Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt was chancellor of the 
exchequer, and the then liberal gov- 
ernment hunting hard for funds, a 
suggestions was made that the crown 
should escheat the -property and de- 
vote it to the benefit of the public 
treasury. Mr. Gladstone, however, 
frowned on the proposition, holding 
that the government should not de- 
prive the rightful heirs of what was 
due to them, and now comes Mrs. 
Charlotte Anne Tappenden, a descend- 
ant of Henry Page, who alleges tnat 
Henry Young, executor of the will and 
a beneficiary, exercised undue influ- 
ence, claiming the $150,000,000 of real 
estate which has so long gone a-beg- 
ging. 


Bishop as Golfer. 

The bishop of London (Dr. Ingram) 
is a zealous devotee of the royal game 
of goif. On his tour o¢ the United 
States he played with the president, 
but took care that the match took 
place on private grounds, where the 
eagle eyes of the American news- 
paper reporters could not penetrate. 
How the game ended Dr. Ingram will 
not say. But he has a hearty respect 
for Mr. Taft's skill with the golf 
club. The bishop once played a cer- 
tain lawyer, whose language during 
the match shocked him § intensely. 
Asked how he had liked the game, 
this was his reply: “I am afraid my 
opponent's profession undermines his 
sense of justice, for over and over 
again I heard him ack heaven .t6 ¢con- 
demn his caddie, prematurely, for his 
own misdeeds.”

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Produce Grower. Tells How 
Everything Is Taken by 
Middlemen. 


New York, May 11.—Some of the dif- 
ficulties which the farmer encounters 
in an attempt to get his ‘produce to 
market without the use of the middle- 
man are told in a statement given to 
the New York state food investigating 
commission by H. B. Fullerton, direc- 
tor of agricultural development of the 
Long Island railroad. : 

Mr. Fullerton told of his experimental 
farm at Riverhead, L. I. Commission 
men agreed to handle his goods for 10 
per cent, but he found that thelr 
charges left him practically no profit. 
He took the trouble to follow. his 
goods from the farm to the consumer 
to find out where the profit went. He 
found the producer was getting noth- 
ing and the consumer was paying 
fancy prices. Cauliflowers, for exam- 
ple. that brought him ‘$1.25 a barrel, 
sold in the market for 25 cents a head. 

Mr. Fuller found five middlemen be- 
tween the producer and one of the 
largest hotels in this city. He follow- 
ed the goods step by step until they 
reached the hotel larder. 

“The goods,” said Mr. Fullerton, 
“passed through five hands, each man 
making something and two of those 
men had no other office but a lead 
pencil and their hat. They ‘had no 
banks behind them and they had no 
capital invested, and yet the producer 
and the consumer each paid a part of 
the transaction, with the consumer 
paps the largest part.’ 

Finding there was no chance of 
profit unless the middlemen were elim- 
inated, Mr. Fullerton Started a ‘‘fam- 
ily hamper” service. He filled crates 
with a variety of vegetables, such as 
Would sell at retail for about $3. These 
he sent, by express to flat dwellers in 
New York. “If these crates are worth 
$1.25 send me the money,’ he wrote: 
“If they are not, Keep them as a pres- 
ent.” 

In every case the money came back 
and s0 without trouble he found a 
Market for his goods and the business 
grew until he had to refuse Orders. 
Mr. Fullerton explained’ that 25 cents 
of the charge went for expressage, an1

EVEN THE SUN AND THE MOON 


London, March 11.—Once more the 
critics are unanimous in praising a new 
book by a writer whose personality 
turns out to be uncommonly interest- 
ing. The writer in question is George 
Bourne, and the book !s another of its 
author's remarkable studies of peasant 
life in this country, and bears the title, 
“Change in the Village.” 

Bourne, who has now been writing 
for ten years or more, first came into 
notice with some striking little 
sketches of humble life in the rural 
districts, which appeared in the fa- 
mous “Cornhill Magazine,” and a few 
years ago made something of a sen- 
sation with a work called “The Bettes- 
worth Book,” which was almost as 
careful a biography as Boswell’s of a 
typical specimen of the fast-disappear- 
ing type of English peasants—a gar- 
rulous, but observant old fellow, who 
happened to be Bourne’s gardener. 
Bettesworth had fought in the Cri- 
mea and done service 
before Sebastopol, to say nothing of 
having worked in the open for up- 
wards of 60 years, and the point of 
view of this unlettered, pagan son of 
the soll was reproduced by his em- 
plover in a fashion that critics found 
masterly. Since that time, Bourne has 
published half a dozen other works, 
all dealing with rural life, and all real- 
ly valuable studies. “Change in the 
Village,” his latest work, deals witn 
the modernizing of the English coun- 
tryside by what its author calls, “the 
country house influence,” and which 
he deplores. 


So it was rather surprising to learn, : 


an intimate friend of Bourne’s, 
this acknowledged literary ar- 
tist is, by profession, a coach-builder 
and wheelwright. When he is 
writing bis books he sits in an office 
in the town of Farnham and directs 
the big carriage manufacturing busi- 
ness founded by his father, but though 
he originally studied every department 
of the 
out a wheel as well as the best of his 
employees, his heart is in literary 
work. Oddly enough, Bourne, who 
47, discovered that he could write, 
largely by accident, as a result of 
transferring his bachelor establish- 
ment. through health considerations, 
from the familly residence in Farnham 
to a country cottage, some miles from 
that town. A fondness for studying 
human types brought him closely in 
touch with the lives of his humble 
neighbors, and he began writing about 
them and was not a little surprised to 
discover how ready a market his first 
articles found. Now a new work by 
the coach-builder of Farnham is an 
event in the literary world.

According to statistics just made 
public, the Jews in these islands rep- 
resent just half of one per cent of 
the whole population, or one in 200. 
On this basis, they should have among 
them only three members of parlia- 
ment, whereas they actually have 
eighteen, including some of the most 
brilllant members of that body.

On the basis of population, the Jews 
in this country are entitled to only 
three peerages, and they actually have 
four, the Hebrew members of the house 
of lords being Lord Rothschild, Lord 
Swaythling, Lord Michelham and Lord 
Wandsworth. In the “government,” 
which numbers fifty members inside 
and outside the cabinet, the Jews 
should have only “one-fourth” of a 
representative, but they have three, in 
the persons of the attorney general, Sir 
Rufus Isaacs, perhaps the greatest 
lawyer in the country; the postmaster |, 
general, Herbert Samuel, and the un- 
der secretary of state for India, the 
Hon. E. 8. ontagu, brother of Lord 
Swaythling. In other words, they

MEXICO AND HER TROUBLES 
AS SEEN BY AMERICAN GIRL 


“It is very difficult to be definite 
about the state of affairs in Mexico 
because it is difficult even when you 
are on the ground to find out just 
what is happening or what is likely to 
happen. Nobody really knows.” 

The- speaker was Miss Ethel New- 


comb, of New York, who was the guest 


for two days last week of Miss Nan 
Stephens on her way home from Mex- 
ico City, where she spent. the winter 
with her brother, a mining engineer. 
She is a highly interesting young 
woman, a concert pianist, educated in 
this country and abroad, and in touch 
with current events, not alone in the 
field of her own specialty, but in gen- 
eral. 

“Il like the people of Mexico; that is, 
the class with which I came in contact 
during a visit which was purely social. 
They are cultured and delightful and 


possess unique talents. But they are 


not serious even in their culture, They 
do not do things even along cultural 
lines. At a dinner party I have heard 


an impatient American in a discussion 
.Over the political troubles excitedly lay 


down the law about what the Mexicans 


ought to do, and end with, Why don't 


they? and the Mexican gentlemen pres- 
ent, agreeing all the way through with 
the very practical plans outlined 
by the American, would placidly echo 
Yes, why don’t they? And that is the 


-end of it, and a fairly clear descrip- 


tion of the prevalent habit of inac- 
tivity. 
Bloodshed Anticipated. 

“Orozco, the military leader of the 
revolutionary forces, who is compared 
to Diaz in the spirit of his influence, 
which is that of the dictator, is con- 
stantly threatening to march on Mex- 
ico City, and if Madero does not retire 
peaceably bloodshed is anticipated. 
Orozco ig uncouth and . uneducated, 
and Madero is the opposite type, prone 
to the things of culture, with a be- 
lief in theosophy and_= spiritualism 
thrown in. Even Madero’s friends who 
supported him for the presidency are 
impatient, however, of his lack of 
achievement. Business has gone to 
rack and ruin. In Mexico City there 
has been failure after failure. The 
mines have, many of them, closed 
down, and apparently no effective ef- 
fort.is being used to put an end to the 
revolutionary activity which is the 
ruin of everything. The people, with 
their usual drifting with every wind 
that blows, are longing for a rule like 
that of the Diaz they exiled, and what- 


ever they get, it wil, not long satisfy. 


“‘Intervention’ and consequent pro- 
tectorship is the outspoken and some- 
times the spoken desire of a large

element of the Mexicans of the better 
class. With others it is the proverbial 
‘red rag’ which so excited the mob ele- 
ment during the winter and spring in 
Mexico City, that massacre ef all for- 
eigners was threatened the moment in- 
tervention should be announced. The 
Americans there are so well organized 
that they have little to fear of such 
an emergency. All the men are equip- 
ped with the necessary arms, many of 
them are drilling squads of trustwor- 
thy employees who have had military 
experience in other countries, and a 
house in the center of the city in the 
neighborhood of the embassy has been 
rented, to form the refuge of ail 
Americans at the first hint of immi- 
nent trouble.

The building is too heavy 
for the shifting ground it rests on and 
one side has already settled so as to 
make the structure perceptibly out of 
plumb; but more impractical still is 
the prospect that, according to well- 
judged prediction, there will. be no 
patronage for such an institution, even 
in peaceful times. Rich citizens who 
wanted the theater have built it with 
the aid of municipal taxation, but I

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METHODIST RULE 


ON AMUSEMENTS 


Eves of Religious World on 
Great Meeting at 
Minneapolis. 


New York, May 11.—(Special.)—It is 
no exaggeration to say that the pro- 
ceedings of the great gathering of 
Methodists at Minneapolis, the quad- 
rennial general conference of that 
Breat denomination, is being watched 
with interest by millions of Christians 
throughout the world. The strictly de- 
nominational problems, involving ques- 
tions of church Sovernment, of course 
are of much interest to Methodists and 
of comparatively little to anybody else, 
but the entire protestant world is deep. 
ly interested in the action of the. con- 
ference on the question of amending 
the rules of the church by removing 
the ruling against dancing, card play- 
ing and theater-going. These things 
are forbidden to memberg of the Meth- 
odist church under existing rules. 

There are two distinct tendencies 
in the great protestant denominations 
fn the ranks of what in England would 
be called the non-conformist church. 
One element, which may be called the 
conservative, insists that the church 
live up to the old*biblical injunction 
to keep itself apart from the world and 
that church memberg should eschew 
Strictly worldly pleasures. The other. 
which may be called progressive, in- 
sists that the rules of the church are 
oo rigorous, forbidding innocent pleas- 
ures, harmless in themselves. That 
these do not appeal to the average 
modern church member, and are hence 
not observed, is true. This state of af. 
fairs, it is argued, tends to a laxity of 
observance of other and necessary 
rules, makes for hypocrisy, does the 
church absolute harm and, therefore. 
should be cured by doing away with 
the obnoxious rule. : 

This question is not a new one, nor 

is it confined to the Methodist church. 
The same problem faces the Preshv- 
terilans, and other great protestant de- 
nominations, 
' It ig to be fought out at Minneapolis, 
and the result of that fight cannot 
fail to have a great effect throughout 
the Calvinistic and Wesleyan branches 
of the protestant church. 


What has been the result of the Men 
and Religion Forward Movement? Has 
it in anv measure accomplished what 
it set out to accomplish, the arousing 
of men in the churches to their duties 
and powers? 

Answers to these questions come 
from every section of the country, 
where campaigns have been held, and 
without exception they declare the 
movement has effected its purpose.

On June "18 the Memorial 
Statue of Columbus Will Be 
Unveiled—Columbus Is the 
Patron Saint of the Knights. 
President Taft to Take Part.

Washington, May § 11.—(cSpecial.j— 
Like the inauguration day will be June 
8 in Washington, when some _ 60,000 
Knights of Columbus from all parts 
of the United States will gather to 
take part in the exercises incident to 
the unveiling of the Columbus memo- 
rial statue. 

The plans of the committee in charge 
of the arrangements provide for a 
parade in which 756,000 men are ex- 
pected to take part. Christopher Co- 
lumbus is the patron of the Knights 
of Columbus, and wherever this order 
flourishes, a delegation will be sent 
to Washington to participate in the 
ceremonies of unveiling. The order of 
Knights of Columbus is composed of 
Catholic men. It is not a military or- 
ganization, but a fraternal and benev- 
olen society. The society has no uni- 
form except that used by the officers 
in degree work. While the parade on 
June 8 will lack the glamor and spec- 
tacular features of a military proces- 
sion, it is expected to be a notable 
civic demonstration. 

The Washington Board of Trade and 
Chamber of Commerce have made plans 
to assist in the exercises, and have 
made appropriations for the entertain- 
ment of the visitors, 

Taft to Take Part. 

President Taft will participate inthe 
unveiling and review the parade from 
the platform erected in front of the 
monument. While this will be the fea- 
ture of the day's program, a banquet 
in the evening, at which there will be 
accommodations for 1,800 guests, will 
conclude the exercises. This will be 
held in Convention Hall, and 400 wait- 
ers will be engaged to serve the guests. 

A brief history of the Columbus 
memarial may be of interest. 

The Columbus memorial commission 
held its first meeting Saturday, May 18, 
1907, in the office of the secretary of 
state, with the following in attend- 
ance; William H. Taft, secretary of 
war; Elihu Root, secretary of state; 
Senator George Peabody Wetmore, of 
Rhode Island, chairman of senate com- 
mittee on library of fifty-ninth 
gress; Representatives James T. 
Cleary, of Minnesota, chairman 
house committee on library, fifty-ninth 
congress, and Edward L. Hearn, su- 
preme knight of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus. The commission organized, 
with WMNliam Howard Taft. as chair- 
man.

“There were 800 men ‘n the parade, 
and one man carried a baby,” is the 
Significant statement made by an At- 
lanta woman, writing of the suffrage 
parade in New York, May 6. 

The 800 men described are said to 
have represented as Many?» different 
elements as the women 10,000 strong 
represented. 

There were men, heads of the uni- 
versities, bankers, lawyers, doctors, 
statesmen, politicians, multi-million- 
aires; men, workers for daily wage; 
young men and old men who comprised 
the gallant eight hundred of the wom- 
an suffrage parade, and there was, 
shoulders above all the other men, in 
the eyes of the women, the man who 
carried the baby! 

The press of thé country hag in no 
way Slighted the importance and sig- 
nificance og the parade, and there were 
many columns devoted to the descrip- 
tion of the pageant, the personnel of 
the men and women has been stressed, 
and the tendency to ridicule, which for 
so long has been an incident of, the 


woman suffrage movement, finds no 
Place now in the reputable paper or 
magazine. 

The men interviewed on the subject 
of their belief in suffrage for women 
after the Saturday demonstration 
nearly all stated that it was because 
the system of democracy is not com- 
plete without it. Few expressed them- 
selves as believing that the influence 
of the woman vote would be for one 
thing or another. * 

Not so, however, is it with women 
when they give countless reasons for 
wanting political expression. Nine 
out of ten want it because, being nat- 
urally reformative, the) believe that 
if they had the vote not only the na- 
tion, but the world, would be the bet- 
ter for it! 

The leisure woman wanting the vote 
in the majority of cases really want, it 
to help the weaker sister; the wage- 
earning woman, and the woman who is 
being industrially oppressed one way | 
or the other..- 


The sociological students who are 
for woman's suffrage want it for the 
influence they believe women could 
wield in legislation for measures 
which would tend to improve soctal 
conditions. 

Few women express themselves as 
wanting the vote merely because they 
think they have a right to it. 

Looking at the movement—the wom-

popularly called—it has bécome one of 
universa] Interest. In scanning the 
paper, men and women alike find the 
eye caught by any reference to woman 
and her dominant interest, and with 
this absorbing interest, it would seem 
that the time were near at hand when 
the question would be settled for all 
time, no recent incident to prove this 
being more markedly emphatic than
